Only the heroic efforts of 
Montreal's overworked Fire De- 
partment and the foresight of the 
faculty In having installed a fire- 
wall between the old and new sec- 
tions of the building, prevented the 
complete destruction of one of the 
University's most valuable build- 
ings. 

Investigations as to the cause of 
the conflagration showed that It 
-had been started when three acety- 
lene tubes burst in the basement. 
Quick action by the night watch- 
man brought the local firecaters 
rushing to the scene. "Les Pom- 
piers,'' fresh from the three hun- 
dred thousand dollar defeat at the 
hands of the demon fire, up Outre- 
mont way. wasted no time In get- 
ting the latest menace under con- 
trol. 

Basement Damaged 

Estimated damage was $5.000 
worth, with most of it concentrat- 
ed in the basement. Certain labs 



were cancelled for the remainder 
of the semester which brought hap- 
py smiles to the faces of many of 
the students when it was announc- 
ed. One student, however, was 
heard bemoaning the loss of a new 
$20 tennis raquet which he had 
only used twice. Another student 
was minus a full set of his year's 
notes and was much perturbed at 
the unlucky turn of events. 

The threatened destruction of a 
university structure caused a great 
commotion among the fraternities 
and sororities that abound on Uni- 
versity street. Quite a few of the 
brothers and sisters aroused them- 
selves and trundled out to the scene 
swaddled in all manner of out- 
landish early morning garb. When 
it became obvious that the elements 
were to be defeated, poorly 'muf- 
fled sobs and walla were much in 
evidence. One coed was even heard 
lo exprès the view that she was 
happy for the dogs afid frogs but 
sorry for the bods and sods who 
struggled at great odds within Ihc 
building. This attitude however was 
not prevalent with most of the on- 
lookers content with the status quo.

To Ottawa Fri.

The Federation of International Relations Clubs in nil 
Cnnndian universities was approved yesterday by approximately 
150 delegates from 15 universities at the first national con- 
ference of the I.R.C.S, which was held Saturday and Sunday 
Willow Pattern" as the culminating tllc Université de Montreal. The first national president of the 
act of the International Variety 1'cdcration of International Relations Clubs is d'lberville Forticr 
is to be held in the president of the Université de Montreal l.R.C. 

The conference was officially opened Saturday morning, when 
the delegates were greeted by Msgr. Olivier Maurault, rector of 
Université de Montreal, and Dr. Edouard Montpetit, dean of the 
faculty of Social and Political Science there. Msgr. Maurault expressed 
wishes for the success of the meeting, and Dr. Montpetit promised 
the students that the faculty of which he is the Dean "intends 

*t» Play a leading role in the 
preparation of students to diplo- 
matic careers. This Congress must 
be and must remain a shining ex- 
ample of the interest taken by Can- 
adian youth in international af- 
fairs," he said. 

Diplomatic Careers 

The technical workings of the 
Department of External Affairs 
were explained to the group by 
Fulgencc Charpentier, senior of- 
ficer of the Information Division of 
the diplomatic service. Speaking in 
English and French, he stressed to 
the delegates and observers the im- 
portance of commanding both offi- 
cial languages in order to enter 
the diplomatic corps. 

Following Mr. Charpentier'* 
speech, the various representatives 
adjourned to committee meetings 
where, under the general topic 
'Canadian Youth In International 
Relations", each of the four groups 
studied one specific aspect of this 
question 

Scnll On Foreign Tollcy 

In an address to the assembled 
delegates from the fifteen univer- 
sities, Professor Frank Srntt of the 
McGill School of Law stressed th<? 
interplay of domestic and external 
influences on the drafting of na- 
tional foreign policies. 

He cited the United States as. a 
good example of this interplay. 
Developing the thesis that "the 
foreign policies of a country are 
the extension of its domestic poli- 
cies." he explained that the U.S.A., 
a country based on the free enter- 
prise system, sought on the inter- 
national plane lo obtain multilater- 
al trade agreements facilitating the 
exchange of goods on the world's 
markets. 

. As an example nf (he influence 
of domestic policy on foreign pol- 
icy. Prof. Scott cited Canada, "a 
country with two official languages 
and two predominant cultures." He 
contended that the preservation of 
national unity in the face of out-

Prof. Scott 
Gives Address 
To I.R. Club

Professor Frank Scott, of the Mc- 
Gijl Law School, spoke before the 
Convention of International Rela- 
tions Clubs grouping students from 
12 Canadian universities at the U. 
of M. over the week-end. "The Re- 
lations between the Internal and 
the External Canadian Policies" 
was the topic of his address. 

'For too long, said Professor 
Scott, we were under the impres- 
sion that foreign affairs were some- 
thing quite remote from us." Wc 
should come to realize, the speaker 
continued, that we cannot put into 
effect our internal policies until 
we have adapted ourselves to the 
exterior world. The Interdepend- 
ence of domestic and foreign af- 
fairs is apparent in both large and 
small countries, Canada being an 
example in which it can easily be 
shown that external policies affect 
our internal objectives, said the 
speaker. 

Economic View 

Speaking of the theory which 
says that "The foreign policies ol 
a country are the extension of its 
domestic policies". Prof. Scott ad- 
mitted the presence of some truth 
In this definition, giving the exam- 
ples of the United States and Rus- 
sia. He explained that, in the eco- 
nomic field, the U.S.A., a country 
of people who were favoring free 
enterprise at home, sought to ob- 
tain multilateral trade agreements, 
so as to permit a similar free ex- 
change of goods on the interna- 
tional markets. The U.S.S.R.. the 
speaker pointed out. is simillarly 
trying now to export iLs policy of 
a one-party state to air of the coun- 
tries under its dominance.

Good Work in McGill 'Forge'

It Is very satisfactory to be able to note that the 
i!)48 edition of "Forge", the literary magazine of 
McGill University, shows in every department a 
marked improvement on last year'* Issue. The 
special articles reveal a more logical approach, more 
lucid treatment, more convincing reasoning, and a 
definite advance in literary style. More over, they 
arc entertainingly provocative, particularly John 
Eccles' article on the historical novel and Patricia 
Johnson's article on the time clement in literature. 

Among the sketches, John H. Cosgrove's "Tremor" 
affords an excellent example of endowing the seem- 
ingly trivial with significance, Bruce D. Campbell's 
"Forced March" is distinguished by well judged 
restraint in descriptive writing; and Christopher

Wanklyn's "Yolande" is a vividly colourful Mexican 
picture. 

There are ten poems, and it is encouraging to 
observe that while the form is distinctly modern in 
style, here also may be discerned in general effective 
restraint and an avoidance of the crude extrava- 
gances that chariictcrtizc so much of Canada's new 
poetry. Perhaps realism is carried too far here and 
there, but this is a fault susceptible of easy correc- 
tion. Some of the writers over reach themselves 
In their search for vivid imagery. 

"Forge" has changed its format. The larger size 
Is much more attractive. The Southam Press has 
done a first class job of the printing and layout, and 
the illustrations by Felicity Piers reveal an attractive 
frredom nf line and design.

"A Woman's Vengeance" Is an 
excellent adaptation from Aldous 
Huxley's book, THE GIOCONDA 
SMILE. Throughout, we have 
much of the overtones that iden- 
tify Huxley's method of charac- 
terization. The landscape Is an 
English one with Charles Boyer, 
a wealthy Frenchman, carrying 
on with a young thing while his 
wife, an Invalid, asks rhetorical 
questions. The wife dies with the 
help of poison and Boyer mar- 
ries the young thing. But all this 
ttntc, Boyer's neighbour, a frus- 
trated girl who knows modern 
art and music and who Is also 
In love with Charles, waits for 
her evenge on the man who pre- 
ferred 18 year old Innocence to 
her sensitivity. 

The rest of the folm deals with 



the manner of Jessica Tandy (the 
neighbour) getting back some of 
her humility. But although the 
plot Is simple, the quality of the 
film lies in the detailed charac- 
terization. All of the actors in 
speaking their various parts 
achieve a double unity: that of 
individual characterization as 
well as contributing towards the 
main -character of the film, that 
or a state of mind. There is ex- 
cellent editing and the entire 
film runs smoothly. Jesslce. Tan- 
dy and Sir Cctlric Hardwickc 
head the actors. It would be 
much better for the audience if 
more movies were skillfully 
adapted from the pens of good 
writers, rather than watching the 
formula stammerings from our 
second-rate Imitators. — A.N .L.

More Forge Talk . . .

Mr. MacCallan

I see that you. too, are having difficulty with 
your headlines. Your article called "Reply to Forge 
Critique" was largely a "Reply to a Headline Written 
by the Daily." 

At any rate, you begin by asking why I should 
expect to find discipline in Forge. Discipline (Web- 
ster) means training which corrects, molds, strength- 
ens, or perfects. It also means, when applied to 
literature, n control of the material with which the 
writer is working. Surely a university is a good 
place to get training which corrects and strengthens, 
and If it is. then a magazine like Forge is a logical 
place to find examples of this training. 

Responsible, also a word which you would like 
clarified, means ' able to respond or answer for one's 
conduct and obligations." Applied to poetry, re- 
sponsible verse means verse which fulfills the 
writer's obligations. Those obligations, put forth in 
my review as "substance) discipline, and clarity, 
"consist of having something to say and a method by 
which it may be said clearly and as effectively as 
possible. You ask if "responsible verse" refers to 
social, political, or economic responsibility. It refers, 
Mr. MacCallan, to artistic responsibility. 

I consider Mr. Licber's "Long After the Party" to 
lack discipline, equally as much as clarity and sub- 
stance. He tells us the guests have departed, but 
that they seem still to be present. He points out the 
things they have left behind, reminders of their visit. 
He then invites "Elijah" to come In. Now, to many 
readers, Elijah may just as well be the iceman. 
Certainly he would be Messiah, Christ. Moses, or 
even fresh air. Why is he Elijah and what, specifi- 
cally, does the word Elijah mean that (excepting 
iceman) these substitutes are not synonymous with? 
The poem needs defining and strengthening. It is 
not totally responsible verse because it does not ful- 
fill its obligations to the reader to be as effective 
as it could be . . . with clarification. There is more 
to refuting a poem's being "vague and incoherent" 
than merely assuring oneself that it has chronologi- 
cal sequence. It ought to say something and say 
It . . . without need for footnotes . . . effectively 



enough to be called "poetry". Otherwise, anything 
is a poem because the poet says so. That is a ques- 
tionable attitude for poets who are still learning 
their craft. 

I'd like to say that Mr. Liebcr's "Long After the 
Party" is not as inept as some competing Forge 
verse. It is more disappointing because It starts off 
well and leads us to expect more. We get little. 

Of "Tremor" I can say less. I'm sorry you insist 
on discussing what seems to me to be one of the 
least worthy pieces In the issue. If It is as laden 
with emotion as you suggest, "Tremor" ought to 
give the reader a sense of that emotion. Instead 
it gives the impression of sclfconsciousness,' insin- 
cerity, and childish gesturing. You assure me that 
melodrama is the chief ingredient in a lovers' quar- 
rel and that "the words never flow in orotund 
periods." I quote from the dialogue: 

"Facing them all . . . arguing, acting, pretending, 
deceiving . . . It's unreal. It's like a novel, or a 
movie . . . It's a hoax . . . unbelievable, intolerable, 
and unbearable." 

I find this quite orotund. If there is a signifi 
cance beneath the oratory, it is carefully burled in 
the trivialities of psuedo-lltcrary dramatics. 

In general, Mr. MacCallan, you condemn my 
"sensibilities" for not commenting on the brighter 
side of Forge. I think I did. All of the non-fiction, 
with comparatively minor exceptions, was reason- 
ably sturdy and well-presentcd. I also found three 
poems and one story to discuss in favorable terms. 

Criticism, if It is honest, is the basis of Intellectual 
growth. Standards of criticism may differ, but In 
democratic countries, standards are encouraged to 
differ. When they do not differ, we get art that is 
reactionary and stagnant. We get a standardization 
of attitudes similar to that within Forge. 

While you and I are at opposite critical poles, 
we are, I'm sure, united in one respect. We want 
creative writing at McGill to be as capable as good 
leaching and applied intelligence can make it. That, 
after nil. is what we're getting at . . . not just last 
week's Forge. , 



It used to be that "techni- 
color extravaganza" was synon- 
imous with "Cecil B. De Mille", 
but Darryl F. Zanck's "Captain 
from Castile" indicates that C. 
B. is in for a little stiff competi- 
tion. * Tills production, starring 
Tyrone Power, with Jean Peters, 
Cesar Romero, Lee J. Cobb, 
Thomas Gomez ct al, equals, if 
not belters, any of the De Mille 
efforts. 

In the first place the techni- 
color processing has been given 
a shot In the arm. The feverish 
colors displayed in so many 
other major movies are cooled 
off and put to shame by the 
more natural, and hence more 
believable, hues of Captain 
from CastiTe. However, in spite 
of this toning down, some of the 
shots Brc very effective. The 
.-■ecrct seems to lie in contrast- 
ing colors instead of splashing 
as much color as possible on the 
screen, as would a frustrated 
painter run amok. 

Then the usual type of large 
scale technicolor efforts is 
chock full of melodrama. C of C 
is not free of it but it isn't ham- 
pered by an excess of leering 



villains and upright young 
heroes. Some of the scenes could 
have become much more elabor- 
ate and full of ballyhoo— but 
they didn't, and Mr. Zanuck did 
not indulge in a grandiose battle 
which altogether is a point in 
favor. 

For those who like a little act- 
ing on top of their color the 
movie offers very fine perform- 
ances such as Thomas Gomez's 
porlrjyal of the camp chaplain, 
LCo J. Cobb's interpretation of 
Pedro's (Tyrone Power) best 
friend and Jean Peters' as Cata- 
na. the Spanish wench who gets 
her man — with the help of a 
spell cast by a ring bought for 
a pot of meat from a wall-eyed 
astrologer-physician (getting kind 
of thick, isn't it?). 

The best moments in this pic- 
ture are the saraband danced by 
Catana and Pedro, which is pro- 
vocative to say the least, as is 
the love scene which follows it. 
Of course tho censors were at it 
again, deleting references to a 
son born out of wcd-lock. Let us 
hope that these righteous charac- 
ters will brighten up . . . some 
day. P. C

WINTERESTING CARMVALUES 

» According to the official estimates issued, some twenty thous- 
and persons from all over the world disported themselves with 
great glee at McGill's late lamented wintercamival. Translated 
into avoirdupois, this means that roughly three million poi'nds. or 
fifteen hundred tons of humanity cavorted amongst the snowy 
wastes of Montreal and the Laurentians. Boiled down, this con- 
glomeration of bone and blubber would make enough soap to 
keep a century of carnival executives, as clean as the proverbial 
driven snow. 

At the risk of being accused of being a skeptic, we go on 
record as doubting the authenticity of these figures, with the 
calculation that they are inflated to about three times their 
true value. Even when the attendance at each event Is totaled 
(and this is undoubtedly what was done) the sum does not 
reach the one score thousand mark. Whether this oversight 
was deliberate or otherwise, wc do not know, but we should 
herein like to correct the false impression that might be created. 
For attendance estimate purposes, the carnival should be 
considered as one event and not as a series of events. Adding up 
the onlookers at each attraction and publishing the total bs attend- 
ance figures, is about the same as saying that thirty thousand fans 
view the Canadiens each game because there were ten thousand 
people in the house during each period, or that two hundred 
thousand students attend McGill because each one has an average 
of twenty hoursc a week of lectures. The final estimate of par- 
ticipants should have been just that, an estimate, with as little 
duplication as possible. We hope, that next year's carnival com- 
mittee take note and give us more accurate results. 

TIPS FOR '49 

While on the subject of winter carnivals, wc should like to 
propound a few tips gleaned from past experience, on what not 
to do next year. 

First the carnival be scheduled earlier in the winter when old 
Dame Bad Weather is likely to be a little less capricious. She can 
be held directly responsible for at least one of the past fiesta's 
biggest fiascos. 

Secondly there should be more events in which patrons can 
participate directly instead of merely being chilled onlookers. 
Cold hands and feet are all right as a novelty but they will hardly 
become an institution. 

Third, the locale of Molson stadium for the hockey and skating 
should be forthwith abandoned as being completely unsuitable. The 
Forum is not only better designed for the purpose, but it can also 
be obtained for about onc-fiflh the cost. 

Fourth, scheduled C.I.A.U. contests should not be included In the 
program. As every student is entitled to admission to these games, 
on the presentation of his coupon book, great confusion is likely to 
result. Even for such special events as an athletics night or a carni- 
val, in the words of the president'of the Students' Executive Council, 
no one will be refused admission if the proper coupons arc in their 
possession. • 

Last but not least, it should bc given serious consideration whe- 
ther McGill is suited for a winter carnival at all. Our unfortunate 
geographic situation, in itself is nlmost enough of a bar to preclude 
the overwhelming success of a venture of this nature. Despite our 
seeming pessimism, we are definitely in favor of keeping the institu- 
tion alive, now that it has been revived, but wc feci that it should 
be handled in a different manner. 

FUTURE HOPES 
The carnival as presented In 1948 waa too large for McGill 
and too small for the city. We would like to see the city take 
over the whole affair and make a winter Mardi Gras out of It, 
on the lines of the New Orleans celebration. We know that this 
suggestion has already been tendered to the city fathers, but 
that there was some hesitation about carrying It through. Some 
efficient engineering on Mount noyai could make It a veritable 
skiers' paradise with great tourist attraction value. The great 
objection to the taking over of this enterprise by the city, as 
voiced by one of our favorite sports columnists, li that then poll- 
tics would enter Into It, which would not happen-to a campus 
run affair. (Mad laughter.) We still hope to some day take part 
In the Montreal snow carnival, where the north rives forth.

Mr. Clausen ha» spoken «sain.

"Communist" and "Fascist" in one 
sentence insisting on the identity of 
those names. That part of his edu- 
cation our scholar has certainly 
neglected. What we intend doing is 
giving the other side of the story 
to our leaders who have certainly 
been baffled by this third magna - 
nimonous effort of Ole on his way 
to fame. 

With the exception of Mr.'Clauicn 
»nd friends, the world wants peace 
and dislikes war. Today there are 
two ideologies, two ways of life in 
the world. The aim of all peace- 
loving people should be to find out 
what the • others" are thinking and 
how to find a suitable formula 
which will make co-operation pos- 
sible. By boycotting the W.F.D.Y. 
and similar organizations which do 
not exactly behave according to 
Hie moral code of the <Thomas Un- 



American Committee, we shall 
achieve exactly the opposite: Even 
worse relations, a complete lack of 
understanding and war. If Mr. Clau- 
sen's aim is war, at least we could 
not accuse him of insincerity. 

Mr. Pedersen is an intelligent 
man who fell under the spell of 
Clausenites (I am referring to 
Danish Fascists named after their 
deceased chief Clausen— any simi- 
larity Is purely coincidental). He 
pursued a policy of wrecking from 
within and it was only natural that 
he could not stay on the executive 
for long. Personally, Mr. Pedersen 
told me in July 1947 "that he was 
considering the possibility of quit- 
ting." His wish has been fulfilled. 
And Mr. Clausen (from McGill) Is 
sorry. 

Mr. Clausen, the preacher, then 
says that "if Canada is in posses- 
sion of any decency at all, it had 
better turn its back to Communist 
ventures of this kind etc." Mr. 
Clausen is, of course, the last per- 
son to have the right to put Can- 
ada's decency in question. That is 
not our point. The point is that 22 
McGill students belonging to dif- 
ferent political parties saw the 
Festival with their own eyes, un- 
like Mr. Clausen, and that they 
all agreed on their recommenda- 
tions so indecently criticized by 
Ole. 

The whole article, like the pre- 
vious articles Mr. Clausen has writ- 
ten, has a certain smell. This smell 
centres around racial intolerance, 
anti-Semitism, Red-baiting and pro- 
vocations. Fortunately, there will not 
be many more Dailies this year to 
print this stuff, wh'rch is dangerous 
and provocative nonsense. It is use- 
less to try to prove something to 
Mr. Clausen. His hard-boiled mind 
is made up. It contains the germ 
of the • same dangerous ideology 
which forced millions of young 
people, Russians and Americans. 
Britons and Canadians, to sacrifice 
their lives for a better world. Not 
a Clausen world.

Calif.— Eleven years of 
investigation has convinced a group 
of University of California scientists 
that persons suffering from a fatal 
type of leukemia may be able to 
"feel much better." but cannot be 
cured, by treatment with radio 
active phosphorus.

foreign and internal policies. Pro- 
fessor Scott reminded his listeners 
that Canada is a country of two 
cultures and that the preservation 
of national unity in the face of an 
outward conflict has always been a 
large factor of the determination 
of our exicrnal policies.

Feeling tired? Then, public 
health people warn you, you prob- 
ubly haven't been taking things 
easy enough. They say that the 
great majority of sufferers from 
chronic fatigue are free from any 
illness. They just need to watch 
their diversion and not do too many 
things outside working hours. Per- 
sistent tiredness Is a signal to con- 
sult the doctor, but the chances are 
he will prescribe simply a slow- 
down in one's activities. So, it 
seems, "relax" is the order of the 
day. 



that radio- 
active phosphorus made the pa 
ticnts feel much better," said a 
statement covering the findings, 
which were published in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation. 

"Bad spells of sickness were 
shorter and less fréquent," the 
statement added. "In many cases 
symptoms disappeared. Patients 
were able to work and to carry on 
normal activities." 

The studies showed that the av 
crage length of life after the onset 
of the disease, in which there is a 
great increase In the number of 
white blood cells, exceeds four 
years. Many sufferers live com 
fortably for five years or longer 
and a few live as long as ten years. 

Radioactive phosphorus may be 
given by mouth or by injection 
into the veins.. These factors, in ad- 
dition to the lack of radiation sick- 
ness, were cited by the researchers 
as definite advantages in its use 
over that of X-ray. 

Although the frequency of treat- 
ment ranged from several times a 
week to once in a year or two the 
more recent results, the doctors 
stated, showed weekly treatments 
best for most patients. Intervals 
were prolonged, they added, as the 
disease was brought under control, 
Many patients were treated with 
the radioactive isotope alone, but 
others received a combination of 
-phosphorus and local X-ray," it was 
stated. 

The doctors said that the basic 
reason for using radioactive pho's- 
phorus was that it "localizes in 
leukemic tissue and bone marrow, 
with some degree of selective ir- 
radiation to diseased tissue as the 
result. 

This degree of selectivity is not 
great, however, and the irradiation 
delivered to abnormal tissues rela- 
tive to normal ones is not as great 
as would be desirable. Small as it 
is, it marks a distinct advantage 
over total body X-rays, which spray 
normal as well as diseased tissues, 
with resulting radiation sickness."

CROSS COUNTRY SKIING 

The construction of ski - tows, 
lifts, and bars (both kinds) have 
had a large hand in bringing about 
the present popularity of skiing.
